Claims 1-29 are objected to as lacking clarity under PCT Rule 66.2(a)(v) because the claims 1, 17-20 and 22 are not fully ^PPorted 
by the description. The application, as originally filed, did not describe: the device wherein the second capillary is disposed partially 
within the second capillary. 
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
